SWEPT UNDER A BARGE FLEET. 


The Dead and Their Companions 
Belonged to the Crew of the 
Mississippi, Moored 
Across the River. 


Frank Collins and Joseph Kelley of the 
crew of the steamer Mississippi were 
drowned in the river at the foot of Kansas 
street at 10 o’clock Tuesday night. 

John Metz and Henry Humeal were wit- 
nesses to the accident and narrowly escaped 


death. 

Collins was 50 years old, cook on the Mis- 
sissippi, and lived at 1502 Olive street. Kelley 
was 930 years old, a deck hand, and lived near 
the Mar:ne Hospital. Metz and Humeal are 
also deck hands. 

The steamboat was tied at the Illinols 
shore opposite the Kansas street landing. 
The four men had been in the city and were 
starting to row back to their boat. Kelley 
had the oars and they were not more than 
100 feet from the shore when he got his 
oars tangled. The skiff was close to a 
fleet of government barges then and the 
current swept the skiff against the barges, 

Being unable to use the oars the skiff was 
unmanageable in the powerful stream, It 
drifted against the barges, and, overturn- 
ing, was drawn under. The four men found 
themselves in the water battling with the 
current. Though they were expert swim- 
mers, they were unable to cope with it, 
and were drawn under the barges. The 
bodies of Collins and Kelley were not re- 
covered. 

John Metz, one of the men rescued, told 
the circumstances to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, 

“The Mississippi! is commanded by Capt. 
Grant Marsh,’ he said, “and works for 
the grain commission men between Pine 
street and Kansas street. The fleet of 
barges under which my two companions 
were drowned and I came so nearly losing 
my life, is used by the Mississippi River 
Commission, 

“When we realized that the boat was 
overturning, we all sprang into the river, 
shouting for help at the time. The Min-

Many of De Armitt’s Men In- 
duced to Desert the 
Coal Pits. 


OUTPUT GREATLY LESSENED. 


It Has Fallen From 340 Cars 
Daily to About 42 
Cars Now. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 4.—The striking 
miners gained another victory at Plum 
Creek this morning by inducing twenty 
more men to join the ranks. All of them 
were diggers. This leaves the mine work- 
ing with about half the force of yesterday. 
The full force of that mine is 340 men, Be- 
fore the campers came fhe output wes 
from 120 to 140 cars a day. The output ves- 
terday was 39 cars. With twenty more men 
out to-day the output is not expected to 
exceed 20 cars. The complete closing of 
the mine may be expected in a very few 
days. 

The campers at Sandy Creek had little 
to do. The mine is to all intents and ptr- 
poses shut down. The output is not more 
than two cars a day. The capacity of the 
mine has been 100 cars a aay. 

There has been no change at Oak Hill. 
A statement made by the minere that only 
two men were working may be true. The 
demonstration against De Armitt has had 
the effect of decreasing the capacity of his 

its of 340 cars to 42 cars, with the proba- 
ility of it being further reduced. 

One of the notable features of the strike 
of the miners has been the absence of ef- 
fort by the operators to get their miners to 
work. There has been no meeting by then 
to consider the situation, nor have there 
been any attempts to start mines with new 
men. This was explained to-day by an ope- 
rator who said he is satisfied to have the 
strike continue until January, as he has 
enough coal to last him or can get it at 
prices which will enable him to make a 
profit. 

Some of the rail operators have plenty of 
coal, one producer claiming to have not less 
than 200,000 tons available for his contracts 
and others can buy coal at a price almost 
as low as they can produce it. uling prices 
are 75 cents f. o. b., cars at shipping point 
for run of the mine and $1 to $1.25 for 
screened coal.

Strike Leaders Make Little Headway 
in West Virginia. 


WHEELING, W. Va., Aug. .4.—Except

The strike in the Kanawha Val- 
ley is a failure thus far while in the New 
River region there has been but little to 
lend encouragement. On the Norfolk &

FORCING PUBLIC GRANTS. 


City Counselor Marshall and Attorney 
Lehman made clear in yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch the grave proposition involved 
in the mandamus proceedings to compel 
President Meter of the Council to sign 
the North and South street railway bill. 
The novel menace of the promoters of 
an unborn corporation presuming on the 
rights and interests of an uncompleted 
legislative grant to attempt through the 
courts to control the action of a branch 
of the legislature was clearly pointed 
out. 

The legal proposition is profoundly in- 
teresting and deeply concerns the peo- 
ple, but that is a matter to be dealt with 
by the courts. The people-must accept 
the decision of the courts as to the law 
of the case until a new law is created. 

But apart from the legal problem, the 
Proceedings suggest a popular issue. 
They emphasize the arrogant interfer- 
ence of the promoters of private enter- 
prise in the conduct of public business. 

Of right the action of the municipal 
legislature or of the presiding officers 
of either of its branches concerns the 
general public. The interests of the peo- 
ple ought to be paramount. The refusal 
of the President of the Council to sign 
@ bill because of the falsification of the 
record or the impropriety of its manner 
of passage is an act of public service, 
the propriety of Which should be deter- 
mined from the standpoint of public pol- 
icy. 

But in this case the promoters of a cor- 
porate franchise of great value go into 
court before the grant has been com- 
pleted or the corporation is in existence 
and ask it to aid them in securing the 
profitable grant by compelling a public 
officer, against his conscience and the 
advice of the City Counselor, to perform 
an official act for their benefit. 

Having induced two branches of the 
municipal legislature to use thetr powers, 
regardless of law or public policy, to con- 
fer upon them a franchise of enormous 
value, these promoters ask a court to 
compel other branches to complete the 
wrong. 

The people are deeply Interested In 
knowing if a combine of promoters and 
legislators can, regardless of the organic 
law of the city and the will and con- 
science of co-ordinate branches of the 
government, “jam through” schemes of 
loot. They are deeply interested in 
knowing if, under the law, promoters can 
use the courts as instruments to legiti- 
matize falsified records, to break in un- 
manageable officials and remove all ob- 
stacles to the consummation of boodle 
deals,

SAFETY IN BICYCLING. 

The wheelmen of St. Louis, having 
shown their good sense by accépting the 
bicycle tax law, owe it to themselves and 
to the community to bring about order 
from the present chaotic conditions of 
bicycle riding within the city limits.

PANIC AT A FUNERAL 


A Drove of Cattle Breaks Up the 
Procession. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 4.—Whlile the funeral 
procession which was taking the rema ns 
of John Mulvihill to the grave was passing 
Sycamore and Church streets a drove of 
steers passed. Several animals got into a 
fierce fight, and ran into the carriages. One 
carriage contained Policeman John Concor 
and ex-Alderman Richard Ennis. Both were 
thrown to the street and severely injured.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—An ultimatum 
has been presented to the Peruvian Govern- 
ment by the administration requiring the 
immediate payment of the McCord claim of 
$50,000. While no threat of coercion i8-fade 
in case of refusai the note makes the staie. 
ment that any further delay on the part of 
Peru to close the incident will be considered 
a3 .njurious (o the cordial relations emus:iing 
between the two Guvernments. The \Peru- 
vian Minister has cabled the note to Lima, 
and is now awalting instructions from his 
Government. [It Is expected that the Peru- 
vian Government will try to obtain fur. her 
consideration of the case, but such an at- 
tempt will not meet with success. The State 
Department has informed Peru that her 
liability is unquestioned, except by herse f, 
and that this Government wil not consent 
to further discussion of the matter. 


GERMAN ENTERPRISE. 


Opening Oil Territory in Japan and 
Pushing Trade in India. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Consul Mono- 
ghan at Chemnitz writes the State Depart- 
ment that Germany is turning its attention 


to the oll territory tn Japan and that an 
effort is being made at ‘Tokio to organize 
a syndicate similar to the Standard O!] Cam- 
pany or the Russian Trust for the purppse 
of increasing production. It is also said that 
oll has been found in large quantities! in 
Formosa. , 

The Consul says that Germany !s Increas- 
ing its trade in India and is now third in 
po nt of commerce with that country. He 
adds that the United States with half the 
effort of the German agents ought to ol- 
tain a much larger share than hitherto of 
the markets of Calcutta, Bombay and Be- 
nares, 

Mr. Monoghan discusses the effort Russia 
is making to aid its farmers.

THE BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 
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British Position Stated by the Domin- 
ion Secretary of State. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 4.—R. W. Scott, 
Secretary of State, was interviewed re- 
garding the statement from Washington 
laiming that Great Britain in the official 
maps had drawn the boundary Ene on the 
Pacific coast so as to deprive the United 
States of hundreds of miles of territory 
adjoining the Klondike gold fields. He said 
he had gone Into the question when a mem- 
ber of the MacKenzie administration in 
1878 and the point now raised was raised 
ei treaty of St. Petersburg of 
i825," said he, “defines the line dividing 
Russian territory, now Alaska, from British 
by a line drawn north from the_ foot of 
Prince of Wales Island through Portland 
Channel until it struck the mountains, 
when the method of delimitation Was set 
forth. The map will show that a line 
running north from the foot of Prince of 
Wales Island must go through the Behm 
Canal and that to reach Portland Cana! 
the line would have to go east through the 
open sea a considerable distance before it 
eould reach Portland Channel or canal, 
“The British contention as shown by the 
dispatches of George Canning to Sir Charles 
Bagot, when British Ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, is that Portland Canal was to 
be in British territory and that the words 
‘Portland Canal’ in the convention was a 
mistake for ‘Behm Canal’ or else what is 
now called Portland Canal was not then so 
called. This is supported by the physical 
impossibility of running a line due north 
through Portland Canal from the foot of 
Prince of Wales Island, so that Canadian 
maps show the boundary line as running 
north through the Behm Canal. The dif- 
ference is great in view of the discoveries 
of gold and it can only be settled by an in- 
iernational arbitration. 
“The disputed territory with the ten 
marine leagues back from the coast added 
would not, however, embrace the present 
gold fields of the Klondike, which are 
clearly in British territory, because they 
are well east of the l4ist meridian, which 
is the recognized boundary to the north.”

T’ncle Tom had the reticence of a scholar. 
Tie was a character of national reputat on 
among single tax advocates, but even 
among those who helped to pe life in his 
body little is known of his early life. 

Iie had all the impracticability of genius, 
His incapacity in worldly affairs was mar- 
velous. In the care of his family he was 
entirely Cependant upon others. 

Little hints that he let drop of his early 
life give a clew to this side of his nature. 
He was of noble extraction. To show how 
thoroughly he had imbibed American ideas, 
he some times laughed at the idea of his 
elder brother, the count, living at home on 
the ancestral estate. He was an Austrian. 
He had served in the Eemperor’s army, but 
why he left the army and what was the 
mystery of his early life he never made 
knywn. 

Even his earlier existence in America was 
a ser.ied book to his intimates. All that 
was ever gotten out of him was that he 
married his wits near New York C.ty 
while he had oharge of her mother’s stable, 

She was disowned and they went to 
Mauch Chunk, Pa., where Klein supported 
himself by driving a hack. 

Hs had been well educated abroad and 
— exceedingly well read along economic 

nes, 

When Henry George took charge of the 
Standard, Klein became a frequent contrib- 
utor. Under his pen name of Uncle Tom 
he soon attracted national ee. 

Dr. Henry A. Chase of this city, an en- 
thusiastic gingle-taxer, looked him up sev- 
era] fears ago on is trip Past. He 
learned that the *“‘Uncle Tom’’ manuscnpt 
was matled to the Standard from Mauch 
Chunk, Pa. Stopping over there on his way 
home, he discovered Uncle Tom in the hack- 
man who drove him from the depot. 
Later Dr. Chase received a letter from 
him, saying he had lost his heck and was 
in financial straits. Dr. Chase brought him 
here in 1891 and secured him employment 
as a watchman at N. O. Nelson's. His du- 
ties were nominal and his salary small. 
He kept up his Mterary work and soon be- 
came a shining Mght among local single- 
taxers. 

Men found him a queer genius. He was 
a good man, not eccentric In elther conver- 
gation or dress, but without aim or ambi- 
tion outside of economic reformation. In- 
deed, his devotion to the single tax was the 
balance wheel of his character. 

He could not keep abreast of his own ‘re- 
sources and his friends were obliged to 
help him out. On account of his straight- 
ened circumstances the Post-Dispatch 
recognized his talents and made an ex- 
ception in his favor whereby his contribu- 
tions to the People’s Forum were paid for. 
He wrote with force and clearness on eco- 
nomic questions and that his work attracted 
atrention is evidenced by the letters found 
in his room from people the world over 
who had become interested in him through 


his writings. 

A number of Klein's single-tax friends 
met in the office of N, O. Nelson Wednes- 
say morning and arranged for his incinera- 

ion. 
The address of his wife’s mother will be 
looked up and she will be asked to look 
after her daughter’s children. She has 
ample means, but when Klein wrote to 
her after her daughter’s death, she refused 
to answer hia letters 

In case she ignores her grandchildren they 
will be looked after by those who have seen 
to their welfare since their mother’s death.

Cause of James B. Eddington’s 
Death a Mystery to the 
City Officials. 


———— 
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FOUND BY A RAILROAD TRACK. 


Was Insensible From a Wound 
in the Head and Died at 
the Hospital. 


Coroner Wait and a jury will endeavor 
to fathom the mystery that surrounds the 
death of James B. Eddington at the City 
Hospital at 5:15 o’clock Wednesday morning. 
Eddington was picked up unconscious 
Monday afternoon at Talmage avenue and 
the Missouri Pacific railroad tracks by Pa- 
trolman Curan of the Mounted Police Dis- 
trict. There was an ugly gash in the back 
of his head and the right foot had. been 
crushed. He was taken to the City Hos- 
pital in an ambulance. 
The wound on the back of Eddington’s 
head, the doctors say, was doubtless made 
with some blunt instrument, probably a 
coupling pin. It is not thought possible he 
could have been struck by a passing train, 
for the blow was not sufficient to produce 
a fracture. There was a concussion of the 
brain, however, and Dr. Sutter, the hospital] 
superintendent, thinks this caused the pa- 
tient’s death. 


The crushed foot is another puzzling feat- 


ure, Eddington’s body was found several 
feet from the rallroad track. At first the 
police thought he might have faMen from a 
train and the wheels had pased over his 
foot. When the foot was examined at the 
hospital it was seen that such was not the 
case. The bones were crushed as though 
some heavy weight had been dropped on t 
member. ad the wheels of a car paaned 
over it the foot ‘would have been ground to 
‘_ and the bones mashed uniformly. 
ddington was unconscious when he 
reached the hospital, and he died without 
regaining his senses. He was under the in- 
fluence of liquor when he received the inju- 
ries, and Dr. Sutter said that from the pa- 
tient’s appearance it seemed as though he 
had been on a protracted spree. 
Eddington’s identity was established by 
an envelope found in his coat pocket. It 
was addressed to “James B. Eddington, 
General Delivery, Terre Haute, Ind.” The 
envelope was empty. In hie pockets were 
found a knife, three cartridges and a small 
leather purse, containing 2% cents in sil- 
ver. 
His clothing had been good at one tim 
but was much worn and soiled. He was o 
medium size, blue eyes, sandy mustache and 
had a week’s growth of beard on his face. 
The police at first thought the case pure- 
ly an accident and did not think it would 
prove fatal. Now they are mak'‘ng a thor- 
ough investigation and are inclined to the! 
theory of murder.
